7 FIRE AND WIND. . 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., August 9.—A special to 
the Evening Wisconsin from Neflsville, Wis., 
says forest fires have broken out again in 
that vicinity and .are causing considerable 


damage. On the East Fork the logging 
camp of Charles Squires has been 
burned, including all the sleds and 


other camp outfits. The loss ts quite heavy. 
Near the same place isa jam of thousands of 
logs which are threatened. The fire is within 
a mile of the jam and the wind is blowing 


towards it. August Hasely, a farmer living 
about seven miles east of here, lost 225 cords 
of wood. Fire broke out yesterday on 
Wedge’s Creek, seven miles west 
of here, and is spreading rapidly. 


This is in the neighborhood of Hewittsville, 
which was destroyed by fire a year ago yester- 
day, when Hewitt’s mills were swept away. 
Considerable apprehension is felt here and the 
city has been thoroughly wet down by the 
water-works. Everything is very dry and if 
there is no rain within the next twenty-four 
hours, greater damage than that inflicted last 
year may be expected. N

CHEATED THE ROPE 


Jerry Pagels, the Condemned 
Murderer, Anticipates Fri- 
day’s Hanging. 


Found Dead in His Cell by a Jail 
Guard. 


A Gashed Arm and Pail of Blood Tell the 
Tale of Suicide—The Terrible Discovery 
in the Prison This Morning—The Fatal 
Wound Inflicted With a Pocket Knife— 
Two Letters Left by the Self-Destroyed 
Felon—A Pathetic Farewell to Wife and 
Children — Gratitude Expressed to a 
Friendly Guard—Pagels’ Last Hours De- 
scribed— Was He Insane?—The Inquest. 


Jerry Pagels is dead, but he was his own ex- 
ecutione?. He was taken out of the jail this 
morning by the back door which leads to the 
scaffold, but he was carried out as a corpse on 
his way to the Morgue instead of. being 
walked out to the gallows to pay the legal 
penalty of hiscrime. He committed suicide 
some time during the night, but his death was 
not discovered until shortly after 7 o’clock 
this morning. Pagels was one of the last men 
to be locked up in his cell last night, and, as far 
as can be learned, gave no one any intimation 
that he intended ending his earthy career

before the dawn of day. The action he took 
had evidently been planned long in advance 
of last night, as it showed too much depth of 
thought to be the work of an impuise ofa 
moment. 


THE DISCOVERY. 
When Jail- Guard Ed Polklaesner came on 


cell, which was No. 47, and 


the ground floor on the western side of the 
jail, in what is known as Murderers’ Row. The 
condemned man, on whom the death watch 
was to be placed in the morning, lay on 


his side on the bed with his face to 
the wall. He seemed to be sleeping 
calmly, and the guard supposing that 


to be the case left him to his slumber. Shortly 
afterward breakfast was served to the prison- 
ers by the ‘‘trustees’’, and Charles W. Davis, 
a colored prisoner, who left Pagels’ frugal 
meal at his cell, noticed that the doomed mur- 
derer did not ask him for ice as he was wont 
to do on other mornings. However, he did not 
pay much attention to this at the time, but 
went on with his work of serving breakfast to 
the other prisoners. When Davis called at the 
cell a secoud time he noticed that Pagels still 
had nothing to say and remarked the fact to 
Jail-Guard Al League, stating at the same time 
that he believed the man was sick. League 
entered the cell and found Pagels lying on 
bed as though asleep, but the instant he 
touched him he knew it was the sleep of death 
that he was enjoying. Chie-fGuard Adam 
Pauss was immediately notified, and heinturn 
informed Jailor Callahan and Deputy Waters. 
Dr. Priest, the jail physician, was sent for and 
pronounced the man dead. 

PAGELS LAY ON HIS LEFT SIDE, 

his face to the wall and with his right arm 
bent over hia head, while the left hung down 


between the bed and the wall almost entirely 
out of sight. He lay partly on his face. 
When he was turned over and his left arm 
pulled up the cause of death was 
made plainly evident. At the elbow joint on 
the inside of the left arm was a huge gash, 
and trom there down his arm was covered 
with blood. He had severed all the arteries 
of his arm clean through tothe bone. On his 
lower arm he had tied a piece of shoestring 
very tightly, for the evident purpose of pre- 
venting ony flow of blood to that part of the 
arm tnrough what veins were still left, and 
thereby —— This string must have 
been tied around the arm before the gash was 
made. Under the bed was a pall, into which 
which the blood from the wound had flo wed. 
The blankets on the bed were 
scarcely soiled and there was no blood viel- 
dle on the floor ofthe cell. The blood on the 
arm was clotted, and Dr. Priest was of the 
opinion that death must have occurred fully 
six hours previous to the discovery. The un- 
fortunate man displayed a wonderful knowl- 
edge of anatomy inthe manner in which he 
committed suicide, as very few men would 
have selected the place he did tocut the 
arteries, and scarcely any would have 
known that the tying of a string to the 
lower arm would dam the flow of blood 
to it and cause life to ebb away the more

How the Mayor Slipped Outof Town and Back 
Without Notifying Geo. W. Allen. 


Mayor D. R. Francis returned this morning 
from a trip to the North, whither he went as 
escort for his family to their summer resting 
place. The fact of the Mayor’s departnre and 
of his absence from the city was kept pro- 
foundly quiet until a late hour yesterday at- 
ternoon. From the time of his departure Fri- 
day evening until late yesterday afternoon 


hardly a dozen persons knew that he was 
not attending to his regular duties. 
The secret would probably have been 
securel kept to the hour of bis 
return had not George W. Allen, President of 
the Council and Acting-Mayor in the absence 
of Mr. Francis, strayed into the City Hall and 
manifested some curiosity as to the Mayor’s 
whereabouts. Not that Mr. Allen had any sus 
icion that Mr. Francis was not in the city. 
t has been the Mayor’s custom in the past to 
notify the President of the Council of his in- 
tended departure, that that gentleman may 
assume the duties of the Executive during his 
absence. Mr. Allen had not been notified of 
the Mayor’s absence, and he had not gone to 
the City Hall with any idea that the Mayor was 
not at home. When, through the inad- 
vertence of the Secretary of the Police 
Board, he learned of the Mayor’s 
absence he was decidedly angry. He had 
asked Secretary Fanning about the Mayor’s 
whereabouts, and had received an evasive 
answer. In this he now thought he saw acon- 
spiracy to prevent his assuming the executive 
function—a conspiracy probably founded on 
the ill-feeling between himself and the May- 
or, resulting from his action in signing the 
tunnel terminal bill. Mr. Allen aid’ not at- 
tempt to assume the executive chair, although 
the charter provides that The President of 
the Council shall perform the duties of Mayor 
whenever and so long as the Mayor from any 
cause is unabie to perform his official duties. 
He might have attempted to take possession 
of the Mayor’s office to-day, but Mayor Francis 
was at his post bright and early this morning. 
MAYOR FRANCIS’ POSITION,

bonds of matrimony with very juvenile 
maidens themselves possessed of ex- 
ceptional vitality, with the result of 
prolonging a single cause of pension through 
what would ordinarily be three or four gen- 
erations.

THIS IS A METEOR WEEK. 


PROF. RICHARD 4. PROCTOR ON THE 
STARRY “TEARS OF ST. LAWRENCE.” 


How te Teli the August Meteors. 


From the New York WORLD. 
On the nights oth august 10 and 11 observers 
of the star d y look with confidence 
for the meteors called in the middle ages 
“The Tears of St. Lawrence, but now less 
poetically named the Persqids. These same 
August meteors may, however, be looked for 
all through the coming week, the system being 
a widespread one, through which our earth, 
despite her swift motion of 68,000 miles an 
hour, takes several days in passing. 

There is to my mind something singularly 
interesting in the study of falling stars, now 
that their real nature begins to be known. It 
was impressive enough to recognize, as Hum- 
boldt brought men to do half a century ago, 
the arrival of bodies which had for millions of 


saw rushing athwart the star depths the 
falling stars belonging to a system like the 
August stream of the November meteors 
called the Leonids. But in Humboldt’s time 
the August and November metéors were sup- 
posed to travel around the sun in an orbit no 
wider than the earth’s, and probably not 80 
wide. Now, when we look at one of the Au- 
gust meteors we know that we are contem- 
plating the close of the career ot a body which 
has been traveling for millions of years on an 
orbit far wider in range than even the im- 
mense orbit of Neptune. (It will be observed 
that I say ‘‘range,’’ not ‘‘span;’’ Neptune 
has far the wider orbit; but his path 
is nearly circular, and his greatest little 
exceeds his mean distance; the path 
followed by the August stream is 
highly eccentric, insomuch that they pass 
much further from the sun than the mean dis- 
tance of their track.) Half a century ago 
each one of the bodies which will be seen on 
the nights of Wednesday and Thursday next, 
and recognized as belonging to the family of 
August meteors, was far out in space—beyond 
the remotest depths which the astronomer has 
yet traced our solar system. Besides the 
travelers caught by the earth during the com- 
ing week, and brought to a brilliant end—as 
in their swift plungeinto our air they are 
raised to incandescence by Intense heat, then 
vaporized and dispersed—there are millions of 
others which will pass out during the next 
half century to the same remote depths of 
interplanetary space. 

As meteors are always falling, and many be- 
sides the August meteors will be seen next 
Wednesday and Thursday, it may be interest- 
ing to those who care to watch for falling stars 
to learn how they may identify meteors of the 
Perseid family. The name of itself shows how 
the meteors may be identified. They all follow 
tracks which seem to radiate from the con- 
stellation Perseus. The track of an August 
meteor may, indeed, be far removed, along its 
whole iength, from that 
stellation. But if the observed course t 
such a meteor is traced backward far enough, 
either in imagination in the star depths, 
or on a map or globe, it will de 
found to pass through Perseus. Ifthe path of 
ameteor,so prolonged beyond its observed 
range, should not pass through Perseus, then 
the observer may befull sure that whatever 
system that meteor belongs to, it is not one of 
St. Lawrence’s Tears, or, in the drier style of 
the astronomer, itis not a Perseid. 

The non-astronomical observer will ask just 
here how he is to find Perseus in the sky. For- 
tunately, it is easy to direct him, even without 
naming the Dipper, the pole star and other 


| groups or stars which every one is supposed 


to know, butof which manyare profoundly 
ignorant. At about 9 in the evening through- 
out the coming week, Perseus is rising 
above the horizon midway between north 
and northeast. Recognized in that direction 
at 9 or at any time between 9 and 10, the con- 
stellation can be followed all through the 
night, if the observer is zealous enough. It 
forms what looks like a festoon of stars of 
different brightness, from the second (only 
one of there) to the fifth: and is worth know- 
ing for its own sake. But if the observer only 
studies the heavens between 9and II, he will 
have notrouble in recognizing August meteors 
even without first finding Perseus. For 
wherever an August meteor appears dur- 
ing those hours its course will de di- 
rected from the north-northeast horizon at 9, 
from a point in the northeast several degrees 
above the horizon at Ii, and from a point 
somewhere between these between 9 and 11. 
So that at the beginning ofthis interval all 
August meteors will have tracks tending to- 
wards the south-southwest horizon; at the 
end their tracks will tend towards a point in the 
southwest somewhat below the horizon, and 
between these times their tracks will tend 
towards some part of the horizon between 
south-southwest ana southwest, this part 
passing all the time gradually lower. 

Bat after all, it is so easy to recognize Per- 
seus low down in the north-northeast at about 
9:20 that itis justas well for the observer to 
use the constellation itself as the point from 
which all the true Perseids seem to tend, and 
a point opposite Perseus as that towards which 
they tend. So shall he not fall into the mis- 
take of regarding other meteors, strangers to 
this system—sporadic meteors, some astron- 
omers delight to call them—as belonging to 
this most ancient and respectable family. 

Considerable interest attaches tothe obser- 
vation of Perseids before and after August 10 
andll. For such observations indicate the 
extent oſſthe stream. Ourfearthjtravels,in round 
numbers, 1,600,000 miles ina day,so that in 
a week, the time over, which August meteors 
have been undoubtedly recognized, the earth 
has traversed a distance oof more 
than 11,000,000 of miles. That is a 
tolerably wide span fora stream of meteoric 
bodies. et probably itis little compared with 
the extension of the stream on 
either side of the earth’s track. And 
certainly the spread of the meteor system in 
either direction is the merest nothing com-

A Trade-Mark Decision. 


Judge Valliant rendered an important dects. 
ion to-day in the trade-mark case of the St. 
Louis Paint Manufactory against Geo. S. Mep. 
ham and others. The plaintiff claimed that}; 


hada property- right as a trade-mark in the 
use of the words Mepham’s Silver. 
white Woodfiller, and that the de. 

fendants had infringed that right. 
The court holds that the office of a trade. 
mark is to distinguish the goods of the dealer 
using it from the goods of the same character 
of other dealers. But one cannot by the 
adoption of a trade-mark, acquire an exclu. 

sive right to manufacture or sell a particular 
article; neither can one under the name 
or guise of trade-mark appropriate to himselt 
the generic name of the article or words that 
are only descriptive of its quality. Within ths 
limits of fair dealing one may lawfully employ 
some words in making or advertising his 

goods as have been before used by another it 
they are common words descriptive of the 
kind and quality of the goods. 

In this case the evidence showed that the 
term wood-filler is the generic name of the 
article in question, which though not - ex- 
tensively is yet in considerable quantity 
manufactured by other establishments in the 
United States, and has been for many years. 

It was manufacturea by the Cape La Crois 
—— in 1871, when that company was 

ting through the agency of the two elder 

— — They bought out.the company in 
1871 and continued to manufacture the article 
down to 1882, when M. 8. Mep- 
ham having died, the St. Louis Paint 
Manufacturing Company was formed to suc- 
ceed tothe partnership business. One third 
of the stock was taken by W. D. Mepham, the 
surviving partner, one third by the two 
sons, the defendants and the widow 
of M. S. Mepham and the  remain- 
ing third by J. Ritterskamp. The 
administrator of the partnership estate 
sold to the plaintiff company all the personal 

roperty, butno mention was made of the 
frm’ 's property inthe wood filler. Upon its 
organization the plaintiff company adopted 
the trade-mark, the infringement of which is 
complained of. 

In 1886 a change took place in the direetory 
and the defendants made an offer to the other 
stockholders to sell them their stock, and 
threatened thatif it was not accepted they 
would set up an opposition and ruin the busi. 
ness. The offer was not accepted and they 
did set up an opposition business, placing on 
the market an article of the same nature 
and employed a device bearing in sowere- 
spects great similarity to the plaintiff com- 
peny’s trade-mark. ‘The court holds that the 
words used are common, and no one bas 
right to use them exclusively. One cannot, by 
putting his name into his trade-mark, obtala 
an exclusive right to the name as against an · 
other person bearing the same name, butt 
man by his conduct in a particular case $0 
act as to make ita fraud to allow him to use 
hisown namein a — me wang eee he 
will be restrained from doin 

The defendant, however, s — be enjoined 
from using the device on their correspondenct 
and the large representation of the same on 
the barrels. The use of the device is an !n- 
fringement, but the defendants have not 
forfeited the right to use their own 
name in their business or to use it 
in the connection complained of. The plaintiff 
. is entitled to protection in its device 

@-mark but not inthe name, and the 
injunction is granted as to the device. The 
m | dceree te held up for the suggestion of coun- 
sel.

THE BONANZA KING. 


Renewal of Reports Regarding a Settlement 
of the Cabie War. 


RV Teleeranh to the Post-DISPATCH 

New YORK, August9.—John W. Mackay, the 
„Bonanza King. who arrived from Europe 
on sunday, attended strictly to his own busi- 
ness yesterday, and said indirectly that others 
should do the same. Mr. Mackay is always an 
interesting study for the public, because of 
his vast wealth and business operations. Ru- 
mor has been very active with his name of 
late, in connection with such matters 
as a loss of $6,000,000 in the wheat 
market and an ere of Ben- 
nett’s interests in the Commercial 
Cable. These and other matters, particularly 
an adjustment of the ruinous cable line war 
in rates, are popularly supposed to be upper- 
most in Mr. Mackay’s mind. Mr. Mackay 
evidently has no desire to be interviewed. He 
has had abundant opportunities to speak 
since his arrival inthe metropolis, but he has 
letthem slip in a way that can only be ac- 
counted for on the theory that silence is 

olden. He gave out the information, yester- 

ay, thathe was deeply grateful for the dis- 
tinguished considerations he had been shown 
him by reporters, butreally he was busy and 
must excused. It was added, by way of a 
clincher, thathe had nothing whatever to do 
with reporters. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Mackay was busy yesterday. He labored like 
a poor man instead of a rich one. After 
breakfast he and Vice-President De Castro of 
the Commercial Cable Company rode to the 
Nevada Bank, an institution that is practically 
owned by the Bonanza King. There he re- 
mained secluded from 1] a. m. till 6 p. m. 

MANY CALLERS. 

There were many callers at the bank, but 
unless be wished to see them ey only saw 
Manager Piatt. Col. Tom OgMiltree had a brief 
interview with him but declined to disclose the 
nature ot it. Mr. De Castro and Mr. C. C. 
Brown of Brooklyn went in and out the pri- 
vate office frequently but maintained a dis- 
‘creet silence, except that the former said that 
there was a prospect between now and Janu- 
sy OF the cable war being settled on a fair 

ass. 

Jay Gould was at his office, but did not call. 
If there was any communication between Mr. 
Gould and Mr. Mackay it was by messenger or 
by wire. Dr. Norvin Green of the Western 
Union did not call either, and at his office it 
was denied that anything had been received 
from Mr. Mackay. There was talk in the 
street during the day that the presence of 
Gould and Mackay inthe city meant an im- 
portant conference, but nobody could be 
found who would vouch for thereport. So 
faras isknown the talkis based wholly on 
speculation, with the propositions mentioned 
some time ag”, that the different cable com- 

anies were to combine on a 40-cent-per- word 

asis, but do an independent businees. So 
long as the two millionaires aro in the city, 
developments will be expected, When Mackay 
left Wail street he went directtothe Hoffman 
House with Mr. De Castro, aad after dinner re- 
tired to his rooms, where he remained all 
evening. Among his visitors was Col. Robert 
G. Ingersoll. Reports are conflicting as to 
how long Mr.Mackay will remain in New York. 
At the hotel his stay was limitedto a day or 
two.

FRESH AIR EXCURSIONISTS BOUND DOWN 
THE RIVER. 


Over 1,400 Mothers and Children on the 
Charles P. Chouteau—Decrease in the 
Number Usually Taken—The Thorns on 
the Rose—Ticket-Takers With Hearts— 
Donations and Supplies. 


The Charles P. Chouteau went down thé 


river, this morning to Montesano Springs. 
There were 1,420 mothers and children on 
board, guests ofthe Fresh Air Mission, and 
they were upen the seventh excursion given 


by the Mission this season. There will be but 


two more excursions, the managers say, and 
then the pretty faces of foul-air tenements will 
grow more pasty, and the round 
eyes will grow larger in the months 
that lie between the last breath upon 
the river, and the first clangor of happiness in 
the summer time. The crowd on the boat 
was smaller this morning than ever before 
because the weather was cooler, and it takes 
heat to bring out the babes and mothers 
flocking from the rookeries. They 
need to be roasted out, forced out 
of the stifling, enervating querters 
that they call home. There is a thorn to the 
rose of fresh air. There is a hurry in the 
morning to get the babies ready for the trip, 
the preparation of the husband’s supper in 
anticipation of a delay in returning and the 
setting to rights of the few sticks of furniture 
in the ‘home.’ Then the long hot walk to the 
wharf, for to many even street cars are 
luxuries, the scramble down the levee, and 
then—-there are no thorns to prick un- 
wary fingers then. But anticipation hé not 


always that softening effect upon present dis- 
comforts and without the heat there can never 
beacrowded boat. And

blistering, no half-way 80 or 8 in the shade, 
but 90 and away above. Yet 1,400 is not a hand- 
full. There will de lots to do for Mrs. J. H. 
Barnard before the day is over, and her as- 
sistants, Mrs. Alex Mastbrook, Mrs. Frank 
Roberts, Mrs. Margret Kercheval, Mrs. Slu- 
der and Mrs. McIntosh will be busy the live- 
long day. Dr. I. A. Martin and wife 
are on board, the former having as 
usual the medical charge, assisted by Dre. 
George Standige, J. A. Kreiger and H. 4. 
Jones. The ladies are assisted by Alex Mast- 
brook, H. Steibel, Frank Miltenberger and 
Rev. C. C. Brugler, assistant at hrist’s 
Church. 

The enforcement ofthe rule against well 
children over 6years of agehad an appre- 
ciable effect atthe gang plank this morning. 
There was a smaller number of applications to 
be refused than on any other occasion. 
Not a child was left on the wharfboat when 
the Chouteau dropped away from the Consoli 
dated Coal Company's wharf at the foot of 
Olive street. They were allon the steamboat 
quiet as children well could be when the first 
breath of river air comes swelling the tarpau- 
lins asthe boat moves out into the stream. 
The bevy of ladies at the foot of the 
cabin stairs waited chatting until the 
boat rounded and then set about their work 
of caring for the mothers and the children. 
Among the 1,400 were twelve from the Episco- 
pal Orphans’ Home, a group that partook of 
D. P. Slattery’s hospitality, and forty-two 
from the Church of the Messiah Mission at 
Ninth and Wash streets. The other children 
came from 2 quarter of the city, mixed 
and minzled, rolled and scrambled to- 
gether, Teuton, Celt or Dago, in one heap of 
infancy. Many of the children had been out 
before. To many others this was the first 
trip. There were few women aboard, how- 
ever, who required any direction. They
